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Part 11: after extensive reviewing the remark along with submitted provisional application (No. 60/168,027) by applicant, the examiner 
does not agree with the applicant that the provisional application provides all the evidients or supports for limitations cited in independent 
claims of the present application (10/643,164). Thus, claims 47-57 still stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Jaber (U.S. 6,792,441). 

The applicant did not clearly point out how the provisional application supports all the limitations cited in independent claims of the 
present application instead of submitting a stack of FFT code. The following are samples of limitations of present claims that are not 
supported by the provisional application: the cited FFT is done or performed in non-final stage and final stage; wherein the non-final 
stage including n-1 stage in place butterfly; and the final stage includes two loops that perfomed in shuffled order in-place. 
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
